1 . Claims 1 and 3-16 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
Regarding claim 1 , the prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest, in 

combination with the remaining limitations, comparing characteristic stored data of a 
specific event having an identifier with characteristic stored data of a last previously 
detected specific event having the same identifier to determine whether the specific 
event and the last previously detected specific event are identical. 

Regarding claim 9, the prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest, in 
combination with the remaining limitations, means for comparing the characteristic data 
of the specific event with characteristic stores data of a last previously detected specific 
event having the same identifier to determine whether the specific event and the last 
previously detected specific event are identical.
